3,000 BARELS OIL 
10,000 FT. GAS DAILY 


LA HABRA, May 17— "W hat's 
that? Why, th at a real oil well,” 
said C harles C. Chapman, m il­ 
lionaire oil and citrus m agnate 
as he stood on the famous Chap­ 
man lease in the Yorba Linda- 
Richfield d istrict Saturday afte r­ 
noon and watched a black stream 
of oil and gas rushing from the 
two-inch pipe with a roar th at 
could be heard for a mile. 
Drilled to 4150 feet, Chapman 
No. 6 broke loose about 3 o'clock 
with probably the biggest gas 
flow of any well so far drilled 
in 
the 
O range county fields. 
The crew was not quite ready to 
bring the well in, being engag­ 
ed in w ashing out and being 500 
feet, from the bottom. 
However, 
arrangem ents 
had 
been m ade to control the well, 
and it did not “go over the top.” 
It was seen from the first th at 
the well was a big producer but 
at the sta rt the flow was princ­ 
ipally gas. 
The gauge at the 
well showed a gas pressure of 
over 600 pounds, and a flow at 
the rate of ten million cubic feet 
a day. 
T here was no way of 
handling the gas, and it was a l­ 
lowed 
to 
escape through two 
pipes, carrying w ith it a com ­ 
paratively sm all am ount of cfi. 
In a short tim e, however, trap s 
were set to hold back the gas, 
and .yesterday the well was flow­ 
ing oil a t the rate of about 3,- 
000 barrels a day. 
S uperinten­ 
dent Brown 
of 
the Union Oil 
company had a large force of 
men w orking with 
a 
view of 
holding back the gas, so as to 
give free flow to the oil, and he 
believed that when this was ac­ 
com plished the 
oil 
production 
would 
go 
considerably higher. 
Indications are th at the well will 
prove in the long run the best 
producer of the lease, and prob- 
aly the best in the eastern field.
